Walker  stated  that  on  two  occasions  the  same  man  came  over  • 
to  the  truck  and  asked  him  through  the  truck  window,  "Have  they 
brought  Oswald  down  yet?"  Mr.  Walk  or  said  ho  was  vory  busy  . 
and  doss  not  know  exactly  what  he  answered  the  man.  Walker  I.W.. 
does  not  know  what  time  the  man  came  by  or  how  long  boforo 
the  shooting.  ' He  said' there  was 'no  way  ho  could,  establish  ”i“.

Mr.  Walker  stated  ho  had  been  talked  to  by  FBI  agents  and  ,1,  , 
could  not  identify  the  mug  shots  of  Jack  Ruby  but  recognized  ■. 
tho  man  that  asked  him  the  question  ’.'Have  they  brought  Oswald  '• 
down  yet?"  as  Jack  Ruby  from  a picture  in  a Dallas  paper  on 
Monday  morning  following  the  'shooting.  This  picture  showed  '1  v- 
Ruby  with  a hat  on. 

Kr.  Walker  seems  positive  in  his  identification  of  Jack 
Ruby  and  said  this  person  came  up  to  his  truck  window  (open) 
twice,  ard  he  saw  him  from  a very  close  distance.  . *
